For the reti.oai before itsted, 
we looked upou that nuble lord at the real 
though uoaclinowledged author af what it 
called Lord Si.tM.tv i Land Atl, anil 
thi* ctrcumaUnce alone wa* quite enough 
lo check any .anguine anticipation! from 
tbe land policy of the new Minuter. Th* 
event Iraati til to an agrccihlc diwip- 
pointinent. 

Nor t* thr enaolmant itielf the only 
manifutklion of hit Lordihip'i liberal 
and conciliatory ipitit towtrili tbii 
country. Th* whole tone and 
bearing of (he authorities now ruling in 
Duwmug-iireet, are ipokeu of by our 
Parliamentary Agent, the Honorable 
Fanricii Stcnr, at lurpkutng even the 
coutleiy of Mr. Gf Lt DtroNi'* adinisutn- 
1(00. " 1 cheerfully and gratefully admit, " 
■ay* Mr. Scott, in hit ipcech iu the Huute 
of Common*, "that tbe present Bill is far 
superior to any that hat hitherto been pro- 
posed ; and I am bound to slate, that in all 
the intercom se which I have had n'ilh Ibe 
Colonial Office during the laat two years,

We ore here led to remark tbe odd cit- 
cuuiiUiice, 1 hot our two Land Act* were 
the production of rive auccetaive Uiniitriti. 
The Act of 1812 waa iuiliated by Lord 
John Kt^iri.i, and carried through par- 
liament by hi* luccetior, Lord Sumiv, 
The Act uf 184H waa initiated fry Lord 
Sr.nLEY, taken up by Ur. UunaTONl, 
and matured by Earl Uket. In the mul' 
titude of aecivtarie* there ought to be 
KHnelhtug like aafely. 

But ahhough thi> Amendment Act u 
to rrutch belter than -might have been ex- 
pected, and prorniiei to decided an 
improvement on the old •yiteot, it 
ti not without it* defect! — or rather, 
i* open ta very leriou. objection*. We

In the tint place, it i* silent on the 
f elect I re franchise.

num. Thil large body ol free British 
■(injects, constituting about one-aeventh 
of the entir* population of the 
colony, ha* no voice in local 
legislation. No member or it, as such, 
ia either eligible for a seat in Council, or 
entitled tu vote for the election of repre- 
sentatives. This a public ivrong— a radi- 
cal, a grievous wrung— a wrong which 
ought nut to lie tamely submitted to. 

■ in the next place, the new Act leaves 
the minimum price of land at it was.

Mr. Soott further pointed out, thai not 
only had th* Laud Act checked emigra- 
tion lo these colonies, but had driven 
it into foreign channels.

United Kingdom, an average of 46 per 
cent, went to the United Stales ; whilst 
since 1842, when Ihe Act passed, the pro- 
portion had bean 60 p« cent. ; and during 
the last year, 1845, out of 93,100 emi- 
grants, 58.33B. or 63 prr cent, hai gone 
to Ibe United Slates, while only 83U, or 
nut one per cent., had gone lo the whole 
Australian coloniet-nltogtlhtr. Nor are 
numbers the only or chief contideratton. 
" The 48,000 who laat year emigrated to 
New York," Mr. Scott added, " consume 
at Ihe rate of it. per head nf British 
manufacture* i that is, they lake 
£ I -1,600 worth of British good's If 
the same persons had gone to New South 
Wales, at the low average consumption 
of *E7 per head in that colony, they 
would have taken £40»,40u worth of 
manufacluret. The 628,000, who in 
twenty one years hate gone (6 Fureign 
North America, consume; af 157,000 worth 
of British goods . if hy our policy they 
hid been induced to emigrate lo New 
South Walet, they would, on the tame 
calculation, have taken annually 
£7,306,000 worth. I* it not, then, both 
madness and injustice lo divert our own 
subjects from our own territory T" 

In the last place, Karl Gscr'i Act 
leaves the admin itlraliun of our waste 
land., and of the revenues thence arising, 
where it was— in the hands of the Exe- 
cutive Government exclusively. To this 
the colon itl* do and ever will object. It 
is an encroachment on our political 
rights,— it it incontiatent with out consti- 
tuliuna] liberties. And it is the moreyill- 
tng inasmuch as in the United Canada* 
the territorial question has been sedled in 
favour oT the local legislature. We claim 
the like concession. We claim it on 
principle, aa esaeutia! to the balance of 
power between Ihe Crown and the subject. 
We claim it on the ground of /irereWivif, 
contending that if it was justly made to 
Canada, ll cannol be; justly withheld from 
New South Walei. We claim it on the 
ground of rrprttieiuy, maintaining that 
our waste land, cannot, in the natuie of 
i, be so well managed by (lie execu - 
live singly, a* by the executive and (lie 
legislative conjointly, 

Bui we must conclude as we began— 
by admitting lhat though the Act does 
not go far enough, it i. good aa f at ta tl 
goes | good, thai 1* to lay, under the cir- 
cumstances which render the tult of our 
waste buds i mpracticable.
